Ohio's Liquor Monopoly 
Ohio's attorney general. Hugh 8. Jenkins, has 
touched off a dangerous issue by recommending to 
Governor Herbert that the slate either should get 
out of the liquor business or find way s “to obtain 
and hold the confidence of the p eop le to their sy stem 
of liquor control.” 
This is not an clther-or p rop osition, at least not in 
the way the attorney general has stated it. The ac­ 
tual p rop osition is that Ohio either must get rid 
of p olitics and corrup tion in its handling of the li­ 
quor p roblem or any sy stem it tries will be a disap ­ 
p ointment. 
Politics and corrup tion gave the p re-p rohibition 
licensing sy stem a black ey e and help ed to bring p ro­ 
hibition. The Ohio monop oly sy stem, p atterned after 
recommendations of ex p erts p aid by the Rockefeller 
foundation, was an ex p eriment in reform. 
It is still relatively untried. The general assembly 
has let it ride for some 15 y ears without correcting 
its shortcomings as they ap p eared. There is nothing 
wrong with the sy stem that c an t be corrected. But 
Ifs Mill a question whether any thing can be done 
under any sy stem with the weaknesses of human na­ 
ture that temp t high-p ressure p oliticians and liquor 
salesmen. 
The attorney general seems Inclined to believe 
the Ohio liquor control act can he p atched up to 
make it a little harder for the p ressure boy s to go into 
their act and a Uttle easier for the underp aid em­ 
p loy es to be comp etent. Before Ohio lets any one talk 
it into the old-fashioned p rivate licensing sy stem it 
had better do every thing in its p ower to make its 
p ublic monop oly of the liquor traffic mere efficients

U. S Rep resentative Coe of Qeorgia has said for 
the record what most Americana are ready to hear— 
th at the abuse of free sp eech by homegrown Stalinists 
has worn out America’s p atience.

An Easily -Diagnosed Cancer

Cancer of the lower bowels is 
one of the simp lest of all cancers 
to diagnose. Where it is susp ected, 
the p hy sician can tell with surety , 
even m 
th* 
very early , curable 
stages, whether it is p resent or not 
—and th at by a fairly simp le ex ­ 
amination, 
Unfortunately , however, moat vic­ 
tims of this ty p e of cancer do not 
give their doctors a chance to help 
them. They ignore their sy mp toms 
as long as they can be ignored and 
p resent themselves for ex amination 
only 
after the cancer is far ad­ 
vanced. 
Ssw^ Fact 
This sad fact account for an even 
sadder one—th at one-fifth of our 
annual cancer deaths are due to 
cancer of the lower bowel. This con­ 
dition is twice as frequent in men 
a* in women. Most of the p atients 
are between fifty and seventy y ears 
of age. However, from one to live 
of every hundred of those affected 
are below the age of thirty . 
There are certain disorders which 
evidently contribute to the develop ­ 
ment of such bowel cancers. These 
are tumor growths known as p oly p s 
and adenomas. 
The occurrence of 
such p oly p e is quite common. In­ 
flammation of the bowel, p iles, and 
cracking around the op ening of the 
bowel are not p articularly imp or­ 
tan t as contributing causes to the 
develop ment of cancer. 
Certain Sy mp toms 
The sy mp toms which suggest the 
p ossibility of 
cancer of the bowel 
are 
bleeding 
from 
the 
rectum, 
changes in bowel habits, such as the 
occurrence of constip ation in a p er­ 
son who formerly did not have such 
a condition, and the develop ment 
of rectal p ain. 
When any of these sy mp toms is 
p resent, an Immediate ex amination 
by the p hy sician should be made 
1^118 ex amination should include the 
use of the p roctoscop e. This is an 
instrument made up of a tube and a 
light, which can be p assed directly 


Into the bowel. In this way it is 
p ossible for the p hy sician to ex ­ 
amine directly 
the 
iinilng mem­ 
brane of the bowel to determine 
whether or not a growth is p res­ 
ent, 
Practically all 
cancers td 
the lower bowel can be seen with 
the p roctoscop e. 
Early Diagnosis 
Early diagnosis of cancer, or the 
discovery of p oly p s which can be 
r: moved before they become can­ 
cerous, becomes all im p ortant if 
deaths from rectal cancers are to 
be reduced. 
The blood in rectal cancer is 
usually 
bright 
red 
and 
either 
streaks the bowel movement or is 
mix ed with it. Large hemorrhages 
do not occur, ex cep t in rare in­ 
stances. Unfortunately , p ain is a 
late sign and, by the time it de­ 
velop s, the growth may have be­ 
come quite large. 
X-ray ex amination is, as a rule, 
not of any great help in the diag­ 
nosis of early cases of rectal can­ 
cer. 
Of course, when a growth Is dis­ 
covered, it should be p romp tly re­ 
moved by surgical op eration. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R. R : W hat causes a p erson to 
loee control of his kidney s? 
Answer: 
There is no such thing 
as loss of control of the kidney s. It 
is loss of bladder control which lead* 
to difficulty . This, in turn, usually 
results from some disturbance ol 
the 
nervous sy stem. 
However, it 
may also be due to malp osition of 
the bladder. 
■A thorough study by a p hy sician 
is needed to find the cause before 
treatm ent can be advised.

Committee investigators, he told 
a rep orter, are going to New York 
to check goods b eing loaded onto 
Russia-b ound ship s. 
And Chairman Shafer (R-Mich) 
of a house armed service sub com­ 
m ittee said Commerce dep artment 
officials will b e quizzed next week 
on ship ments to the U. S. S. R. 
For months congressional com­ 
mittees have b een digging up in­ 
formation ab out oil and ship s—and, 
in the last few day s, airp lane en­ 
gines—Russia has b een getting from 
this country . 
President Truman step p ed into 
the exp ort disp ute y esterday . 
He 
issued a p roclamation tightening 
controls, p articularly on exp orts of 
p lane engines and radar equip ment. 
Following that move—

riman told a news conference Rus­ 
sia and her satellites are getting no 
exp orts excep t those the Army and 
Navy ap p roved.

locomotives.

are talking over a military treaty , 
ta t WAA didn't mention that, or 
any other reason for its action.

Mediation and Conciliation service 
renewed its efforts today to settle 
the nationwide m eat p acking strike 
now in its 12th day . 
James J. Sp ilane, mediation reg­ 
ional director, said that rep resen­ 
tatives of the “Big Four” p ackers 
and the striking CIO United Pack­ 
ing house wqrkers have b een in­ 
vited to a meeting in Chicago next 
Tuesday or Wednesday in an ef­ 
fort to settle tlie wage disp ute 
The new move toward reop ening 
negotiations 
came 
as 
President 
Trum an’s b oard of inquiry investi­ 
gating the strike was given another 
week In which to study the vast 
amount of data in the strike. 
On another strike front, the Om­ 
aha livestock exchange ap p ealed to 
President Truman to Intervene in 
the strike. 
The ap p eal was made 
in a telegram from George H. Fisch­ 
er, p resident of the exchange. 
Fischer requested government in­ 
tervention on the grounds that the 
reduction in slaughter and p roces­ 
sing of livestock recause of the 
strike “is, detrim ental to the na­ 
tion’s welfare.” 
More than 100,000 CIO workers 
walked off the job a week ago last 
Tuesday after negotiations for a 
29 -cent-an-hour wage increase b roke 
down. The union agreed to accep t 
a 9-cent raise if the remaining 20 
cents were sub mitted to arb itration, 
b ut the p ackers rejected this p ro­ 
posal. 
The granting of an additional 
week for further 
study 
of 
the 
strike gave the fact-finding b oard 
until Ap ril 8 to file its rep ort to 
Truman. 
The main target of the strike 
Is the “b ig four” p ackers, Swift, 
Armour, Cudahy and Wilson. 
Desp ite the 12-day strike,1 fresh 
meat was rep orted availab le in am­ 
p le sup p ly throughout the nation. 
At wholesale markets, week end 
trading was 
extremely 
slow 
al­ 
though there was considerab le de­ 
mand for 
lamb 
In 
New 
York, 
Steady to lower p rices p revailed on 
other meat. Prices for p ork loin de­ 
clined. 
Livestock p rices rose generally as 
farmers ship p ed' fewer m eat an­ 
imals to market. Prices for hogs 
and cattle rose from 25 to 50 cents 
at Chicago.
